Livres and 1000 Livres, partly by creating Annui- 
tics on the Town-Houfe of Paris, partly by efta- 
blifhing a Bank of current Accompts ; and it being 
his Majefty’s Defign to accelerate the Execution 
thereof, the Report being heard, his Majetty by — 
the Advice of the Duke of Orleans Regent, of- 
dains, that after the 1ft of Augult next, the Keeper 
of the Royal Treafury fhall not receive any more 
Funds fur the Acquifition of the 25 Millions of 
Livres of Anauities created on the Town-Houfe of 
Paris by the Edi&t of June laf, and that what fhall 
be wanting and wor be raifed within the faid Time 
of the faid 25 Millions of Annuities, Shall be 
reitored and belong to the India Company to enjoy 
it as they could have done before they yielded 
that Sum up againto his Majefty. It is alfo his 
Majefty’s Will, that after the laft of April ar Paris,
